FROM TENNESSEE 


Measures Are Passed by 
the Legislature Which 
Will Practically Eliminate 
Whisky From the State. 


SHIPPING BUSINESS HIT 
BY THE NEW LEGISLATION 


Measure Framed for Pur- 
pose of Closing the Ten- 
nessee Wholesale Con- 
cerns That Have Been 
Shipping Liquor to Other 
States.

Nashville, 
reinforcing Tennessee's 
laws by prohibiting lockers and mak- 
ing it unlawful for any person to have 
intoxicating liquor for sale in his pos- 
session were sent to Governor Rye to- 
day by the legislature. They will be- 
come effective as ‘soon as the governor 
affixes his signature, probably tomor- 
row and, according to dry advocates, 
practically eliminate liquor from the 
state. 

The measures previously had passed 
the house and were approved by the 
senate. They were designed to make 
the state absolutely dry, but the gov- 
ernor in a special message today called 
attention to the means for further 
protection offered by the supreme court 
decision upholding the Webb-Kenyon 
law, and asked that a measure be pass- 
ed prohibiting more specifically all im- 
portation of liquor into the state. 


No Liquor May Be Kept. 


The locker bill is “an act to prohibit 
persons, clubs, lodges or associations 
from storing, keeping, distributing, or 
in any way disposing of liquors con- 
taining more than one-half of one 
per cent alcohol on the premises of 
any club, lodge or association, and pro- 
viding a penalty for the violation 
thereof.” 

The second is a bill making it “un- 
lawful for any persons, firm or cor- 
poration to have or keep in stock in 
any warehouse or place of business 
or other place within the state of Ten- 
nessee any intoxicating liquors, in- 
cluding wines, ale and beer, intended 
for present or future sale as a bever- 
age, either at wholesale or retail, 
and whether intended to be sold for 
delivery at the place of sale or shipped 
or otherwise transported for delivery 
at another place.” 

For second violation of the new laws 
a penalty of not less than one year 
nor more than two years in the peni- 
tentiary is provided. 

Shipping Houses Out of Business. 


The clause in the new laws prohibit- 
ing the storing of liquor in the state 
is expected to put the interstate ‘ship- 
ping houses out of business. The law 
is specific in its provisions and is said 
to have been framed with the object 
of closing the wholesale houses that 
have operated so exten'sively in Ten- 
nessee for the past several years. 

The new liquor laws are largely the 
result of the recent state supreme court 
decision that the former prohibition 
law did not prevent locker clubs from 
operating where intoxicants were not 
sold for profit. The former prohibition 
measures made illegal the sale of liq- 
uor within four miles of a school house 
in the state. The recent decision of 
the United States supreme court on 
the scope of the Webb-Kenyon law 
apparently had no effect upon the ac- 
tion of the legislature nere. It seems 
probable that an effort will be made 
to enact a law prohibiting the importa- 
tion of liquor into the state during the 
present session. 


MERCER RECEIVES 
$50,000 PROPERTY OF

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DANISH WEST INDIES 
PASS TO UNITED STATES 


Washington, January 17.—The Danish 
West Indies passed today under the 
sovereignty of the United States. Ne- 
gotiations cpntinued for over a haif 
century came to a conclusion with the 
exchange of ratifications of the treaty 
of cession by Secretary Lansing and 
Danish Minister Brun. 

Formal] transfer, with the raising of 
the American flag. will take place as 
soon as the $25,000,000 purchase price 
is paid over within the next 90 days. 

The treaty provides that meanwhile 
the Danish governor shall continue his 
jurisdiction and that a committee of 
one Dane and one American shall be 
appointed to arrange for further de- 
tails. 

The form of government is now in 
the hands of congress, with some 
doubt as to whether the islands will 
have a civil government or be admin- 
istered as a naval base.

Canadians Charge 
German Trenches 


Heavy Casualties Inflicted 
and Guns and Prisoners 
Taken — German Corps 
Commander Barely Es- 
caped. 


With the British Armies in France, 
January 17.—(Via London, January 158. 
From a Staff Correspondent of the As- 
sociated Press.)—-In the gray half-light. 
of late mid-winter dawn and in the 
swirl of a cloudlike snowstorm which 
had lasted through the night, a Ca- 
nadian contingent of the British troops 
raided nearly a thousand yards of the 
German trenches north of Arras this 
morning. Besides inflicting heavy 
losses they came back with one hun- 
dred prisoners, one of them being a 
company commander and former as- 
sistant professor of chemistry at Strass- 
burg. 

As a raid today’s attack establishes 
a record for the proceedings in the 
Somme sector in the last week, which 
netted 300 prisoners in what have 
been classed in the official communi- 
cations as “minor operations.” 

Two Guns Captured. 

In addition to a big haul of prisoners 
the booty today included two machine 
guns, which were found chained to the 
ground, and one trench mortar. The 
Germans have been using these mor- 
tars in lively fashion against the Ca- 
nadians recently and while it required 
a great effort to drag it back over the 
snow-covered No Man’s Land, the cap- 
ture of this particular weapon gave 
the greatest satisfaction. 

This was the second daylight raid 
carried out north of Arras by the Ca- 
nadian’s, the first resulting in the cap- 
ture of sixty prisoners. It was marked 
by many of the same features that 
characterize all such daring and suc- 
cessful undertakings, except in this 
instance there was no marked increase 
in the preliminary bombardment, for 
the guns, which had been going stead- 
ily for eight days in this neighbor- 
hood, had cut to ribbons the much 
vaunted protected barbed wire en- 
tanglements. It was just after dawn 
that the British barrage began to 
sweep over nearly 400 yards of No 
Man’s Land that separated the front 
trenches. As it formed its curtain 
shield of bursting shelis the Canadians 
went “over the top.”’ On either flank 
a smoke barrage had been flung out. 


Touch of Home for Canadians. 


Thus ‘sheltered by the artillery, the 

Canadians trudged forward almost 
gaily through the snow It was like 
a touch of home to them. They en- 
countered comparatively little resist- 
ance and a very light machine gun fire 
and in little more than an hour they 
had cleaned out two lines of trenches 
and returned “to their own lines with 
their prisoners and booty. The British 
losség Were ) exceedingly light and all 
the casualties were brought home. The 
prisoners were mostly Silesians and 
Poles, one of them having been a waiter 
in a popular London hotel before the 
war. 
“The Germans may have suspected 
that an attack was imminent from the 
heavy arm fire of the past week, for 
their assembly trenches were well fill- 
ed, a fact which helped to swell the 
number of prisoners taken. The raiding 
troops were somewhat chagrined when 
they were told that the German corps 
commander was in the trenches all day 
yesterday, leaving la'st night. 

“Some wise old Teuton,” said a Ca- 
nadian captain, “we should liked to 
have pinched him.” 


RLV. J. W. ROBERTS 
DIED LAST NIGHT 


From 1896 to 1903 Promi- 
nent Methodist Minister 
Served as President of 
Wesleyan Female College. 


Rev. J. W. Roberts, D. D., prominent 
Methodist minister and former presi- 
dent of Wesleyan Female college at 
Macon, Ga., died Wednesday night at 
10:15 o’clock at the residence, 1386 
Peachtree circle. 

Dr. Roberts was born in Dalton, Gua., 
but was reared in Atlanta. He was a 
first-honor graduate in the class of 
1877 of Emory college, and in the same 
class with him were the late Judge 
John W. Aiken, of Cartersville, Ga., 
and Judge George Grogan, of Elber- 
ton, Ga. 

At his graduation he married Miss 

Clifford Stewart, of Oxford, Ga. In 
1891 he was married a second time, his 
second bride being Miss Minnie Oslin, 
of Gainesville, Ga. 
Dr. Roberts was a member of the 
North Georgia conference for 6 years, 
retiring in 1903. Since that time he had 
lived continuously in Atlanta. From 
1896 to 1903 he was president of Wes- 
llevan college, and probably the great- 
est work of his life was done while at 
the head of this old and noted institu- 
tion, when he did much to put it on 
its feet while in an embarrassed condi- 
tion. Roberts hall at Wesleyan is 
named for him. 

He was pastor of Trinity church here 
during 1894-5-6, and of Park Street 
church in West End during 1893-4. Be- 
sides these he served charges in Elber- 
ton, Cedartown, St. John’s church of 
Augusta, and Gainesville. During 1888-9 
he was financial secretary of Emory 
college, while Bishop Warren A. Can- 
dler was president. He was a member 
of the Chi Phi fraternity. 

Dr. Roberts is survived by his wife, 
five sons, Dr. Stewart R. Roberts, For- 
rest Roberts and Dr. Will Roberts, of 
Atlanta, and Charles E. and Warren 
Roberts, of Macon, and two daughters, 
Mrs. S. L. Ross, of Thomasville, Ga., and 
Miss Eileen Roberts, of Atlanta, and one 
sister, Mrs. B. B. Watkins.

At Two Places the Kaiser’s 
Forces Are Driven From 
Their Positions — German 
Casualties Reported Heavy 


GAINS ARE ALSO MADE 
BY RUSSO-RUMANIANS 


Teutons Have Been Driven 
From Vadeni, Which Is 


Near Important Danube 
Town of Galatz — Berlin 
Admits Loss of Ground. 


New York, January 17.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press. From European Cables of 
the Day.)—The British troops in France 
have hit the German line hard at twv 
places for good gains, according to the 
latest British communication. North- 
east of Cite.Calonne the Canadians car- 
ried out a brilliant raid of German 
trenches on a front of seven hundred 
yards and penetrated the positions to a 
depth of 500 yards to the German see- 
ond line. The German dug-outs were 
completely wrecked and 100 men were 
made prisoner. The Germans suffered 
heavy casualties. 

At Beaucourt Sur Ancre another drive 
by the British gave them German posl- 
tions over a front of 600 yards, which 
they held despite a counter attack in 
which the Germans lost heavily under 
the British barrage fire. 


RUSSIANS GAIN 
IN RUMANIA. 


The Russians in a vigorous attack 
have recaptured the village of Vadeni, 
six miles southwest of the important 
Danube town of Galatz, according to 
Petrograd, and repulsed with heavy 
casualties a Teutonic allied counter at- 
tack. The Teutonic allies also were 
driven out of the village of Gerleschi, 
near the mouth of the Rimnik river, 
biwt later the Russians were compelled 
to withdraw in the face of superior 
forces. The Berlin war office adniits 
that Field Marshal von Mackensen’'s 
Turkish advance posts near Vadeni 
were withdrawn, but makes no men- 
tion of the evacuation of the village. 

In the Kasino and Suchitza valleys 
the Russians are still vigorously on the 
offensive and one point have suc- 
ceeded in gaining a footing on a. peak, 
Everywhere else they were repulsed 
with sanguinary losses. 


RUSSIANS ENTER 
GERMAN LINES. 


Berlin repoits that near Smorgon, 
which lies on the railroad between the 
Vilna and Minsk, the Russians after 
heavy artillery preparation, attacked 
and penetrated the German lines on a 
narrow front, but later were driven 
out, leaving the batslefield covered 
with Russian dead. In Galicia near the 
Zborow-Zlochoff railway the Germans 
are carrying out an intensive infantry 
fire against the Russians. 

In the other theaters there have been: 
no big battles, the operations still con- 
sisting of artillery duels and engage- 
ments between small parties. 


BRITISH ADVANCE 
AND CAPTURE LINE 
OF GERMAN POSTS 


London, January 18.—The report from 
British headquarters in France, issued 
last night, reads: 

“after a heavy preliminary bombard- 
ment Wednesday morning we occupied 
a line of enemy posts north of Beau- 
court-Sur-Ancre. The whole of our ob- 


jectives were gained on a frontage of 
some 600 yards, with few casualties. 
The position gained considerably im- 
proved our observation in this area. 
“This afternoon an enemy counter at- 
tack was broken up with heavy loss by 
our artillery barrage. The consolida- 
tion of the new position is proceeding. 
We had —— success yesterday 
and today in the neighborhood of Lens. 
“Late in the afternoon yesterday the 
German positions south of Cite Calonne, 
west of Lens, were entered under cover 
of a heavy bombardment. Our troops 
reached the enemy’s support line and 
bombed and destroyed dugouts and in- 
flicted many casualties. Our losses were 
small. We successfully blew a mine 
in connection with this operation. 
“This morning another very succegs- 
ful daylight raid was carried out by 
Canadian troops northeast of Cite 
Calonne. The attacking parties entered 
the enemy’s trenches on a front of 700 
yards and penetrated to a depth of 300 
yards, as far as his second line. Here 
also heavy losses were inflicted on the 
enemy and all his dugouts were com- 
pletely wrecked. We captured one of- 
ficer and ninety-nine other ranks, two 
machine guns and a trench mortar.

FRENCH RAID 
GERMAN LINES. 


Paris, January 17.—After a bom- 
bardment ‘last evening German troops 
attacked the French lines’ east of 
Clery and south of Biaches in the 
Somme region. They were repulsed, the 
war office announced today. A minor 
attack by the Germans at Les Eparges, 
southeast of Verdun, also was repulsed 
after hand-to-hand fighting. 

French patrols penetrated the Ger- 
man lines at.several points on the 
heights of the Meuse, in the Verdun 
region and in Apremont forest. 

The communication follows: 

“In the region of the Somme we re- 
pulsed yesterday evening certain de- 
tachments of the enemy who were en- 
deavoring to penetrate our lines east 
of Clery and south of Biaches. This 
followed the bombardment _ reported 
yesterday. At Les Eparges, after the 
explosion of a mine, German forces de- 
livered a minor attack, but this was 
repulsed, after spirited hand-to-hand 
fighting. On the heights of the Meuse 
and in the forest of Apremont French 
patrols penetrated the enemy lines at

PERSONS REPLIES 
0 JOE HILL HALL 


President of Senate De- 
clares That Governor Har- 
ris Has Right to Call Extra 
Session of Legislaure. 


Ogden Persons, president of the 
Georgia senate, yesterday made pub- 
lic a letter to The Macon Telegraph, 
replying to and disputing the position 
of Joe Hill Hall that Governor Harris | 
has no authority to call an extra ses- 
sion of the legislature for the purpose 
of considering further and more drastic 
prohibition laws for Georgia. 

“Mr. Hall is in error,” states the let- 
ter. “Governor Harris has the power 
to convene the present legislature in 
extraordinary session for the single 
and express purpose of passing a dry 
prohibition law. This power is grant- 
ed him as the executive of the state 
under the provision of paragraph 13, 
section 1, article g, of the state con- 
stitution in thes@ words: ‘He shall 
have the power t® convoke’ the gen- 
eral assembly on extraordinary occa- 
sions; but no law ishall be enacted at 
call sessions of the general assembly 
except such as shall relate to the ob- 
jects stated in hig cbse expats con- 
vening them.’ 

“This is all the constitution says on 
the subject and it is final. It is left 
entirely unto the wisdom of the gov- 
ernor as to what may be the extraordi- 
nary occasion that will justify him in 
making the call. Therefore, in the 
vernacular of the day it is up to the 
governor to decide what is such an 
extraordinary occasion as will au- 
thorize him under the constitution to 
convoke the general assembly in ex- 
traordinary session. 

“There is nothing said in this sec- 
tion of the constitution about there 
being any emergency for the call as 
Mr. Hall repeats in his statement. This 
is a phrase of his own coinage and can- 
not be written into the constitution 
for the convenience of his objections 
to Governor Harris at this time con- 
voking the legislature in session for 
passing a dry law. 

“Mr. Hall further contends that the 
present legislature has no right to 
be convoked into extra session unless 
there is a vacancy in the office of the 
governor. He is in error. 

“In 1914 the people of this state rati- 
fied the constitution as follows: That 
members of the general assembly shall 
be elected for two years and 
serve until the time fixed by law for 
the convening of the next general as- 
sembly. 

“The present legislature has 


on record as favoring a dry 
tion and the only 
it in 1915 was tire fact that too many 
people did as Mr. Hall is doing now, 
cried unconstitutional. The members 
of the incoming legislature may be 
staunch prohibitionists. But Mr. Dor- 
sey, Governor Harris’ successor, has 
declared that he will not permit any 
change in the present law unless it is 
first ascertained that it meets with the 
approval ef a majority of the white 
men of Georg’ a. If he is to be taken 
literally and is a man of his word it 
would necessitate a liquor election be- 
fore the incoming legislature could 
pass a dry law.” 


FUNERAL OF DEWEY 
IN CAPITOL ROTUNDA 


Highest Public Honors for 
Naval Hero— President 
Sends Message to Congress 
on Admiral’s Death.

Washington, January §  17.—Funeral 
services for Admiral Dewey giving fit- 
ting expression to the nation’s affec- 
tion and sorrow and bestowing the 
highest public honors that can be giv- 
en a national hero were planned today 
by officials of the federal government. 

It was decided to hold the public 
ceremonies Saturday in the rotunda of 
the capitol and to bring to Washington 
for an escort of honor all available 
forces of both the naval and militarv 
arms of the service. Congress will be 
in recess during the funeral and under 
an order issued by President Wilson 
the government departments will re- 
main closed during the day. 

Wilson Sends Message. 


The president sent a special message 
to congress today announcing the death 
of the aged Spanish war hero and de- 
claring ‘“‘the people and the govern- 
ment will always rejoice to perpetuate 
his name in honor and affection.” Both 
senate and house adopted resolutions 
of sorrow, appointed committees to rep- 
reseht them at the funeral and ad- 
journed before the usual hour to em- 
phasize their expression of regret. 

Under the president's order flags on 
all American government buildings, 
forts and naval vessels throughout the 
world will fly at half mast until after 
the funeral ceremonies. 

In a separate order Secretary Dan- 
iels directed that the navy depart- 
ment building here be draped in blac 
and that all officers of the navy and 
marine corps wear mourning with their 
uniforma for thirty days. The secre- 
tary also ordered each senior ship 
afloat to fire an admiral’s salute of 
nineteen guns at noon on Saturday. 


Messages of Cogdolence. 


Thousands of messages of condolence 
were carried to Mrs. Dewey today at 
the Dewey home, where the admiral 
died late yesterday and where his bodv 
will lie until it is taken to the capitol 
Saturday for the funeral. President 
Wilson was among those who ecalled to 
tender their personal sympathy. 

The funeral! plans, as far as they had 
been completed tonight, provide for a 
private service at the residence, at- 
tended only by members of the imme- 
diate family, before the body is taken 
to the capitol. In the cortege that will 
follow it up Pennsylvania avenue before 
the public services and then from the 
capitol to its festing place at Arling- 
ton, will be practically the entire corps

Rules Committee Is Given 
More Time and Attorney. 
Schley Howard Raps Un- 
termyer and Hughes. 


Washington, January 17.—Empow- 
ered to employ counsel and expert stock 
exchange accountants and given thirty 
days longer to report, the house rules 
committee today temporarily halted its 
peace note leak hearings to consider 
what lawyer shall be sought to direct 
the broadening inquiry. [t was an- 
nounced that there would be no public 
session tomorrow and probably no oth- 
er testimony will be heard until the 
new plans have been perfected and 
counsel familiarized with the situation. 

In the meantime prominent financiers 
and bankers summohed as witnesses 
probably will be permitted to return 
home to await a further call. Many 
witnesses and the usual throng of spec- 
tators were in the committee room this 
morning when word came that there 
would be no hearing today while the 
committee sought further powers from 
the house. 

Probers« Are Empowered. 

Action by the house in granting coun- 
sel followed statements on the floor 
by democratic members of the commit- 
tee that they already were embar- 
rassed as investigators in viéw of the 
dragging in of names of high govern- 
ment officials. Representative Gar- 
rett, speaking for the committee, an- 
nounced that, for this reason the com- 
mittee henceforh would assume a judi- 
cial attitude with special counsel to di- 
rect the investigation and to interro- 
gate witnesses. 

Deliberations in the house and in the 
committe’ were conducted in the ab- 
sence of Chairman Henry, whose ve- 
racity regarding his confidential con- 
ference with Thomas W. Lawson was 
challenged vesterday by the Boston 
financier. Representative Pou acted as 
chairman. 

During the debate in the house both 
democratic and republican members of 
the committee asserted their faith in 
Mr. Henry and denied that the.chair- 
man would withdraw from the inquiry. 

The problem of choosing competent 
counse) satisfactory to democrats and 
republicans admittedly is difficult. In 
a late afternoon meeting and again 
tonight the majority members consid- 
ered the matter and arranged to notify 
the republicans when they were ready 
to submit a name. 

There was an hour's discussion in 
the house when the committee present- 
ed its resolution providing for the em- 
ployment of counsel and extension of 
time. Representative Howard, of Geor- 
gia, promptly opposed the plan, say- 
ing he understood Samuel Untermyer, 
of New York, was to be retained. 

Representative Moore, of Pennsylva- 
nia, suggested the name of Charles Ev- 
ans Hughes. 

Howard Raps Untermyer and Hughes. 


“The services of Samuel Untermyer 
will not be satisfactory to me nor to 
90 per cent of my constituents,” How- 
ard shouted. Howard declared Thomas 
W. Lawson virtually had arranged with 
Untermyer to conduct the hearings, 
and he objected to permitting “the de- 
fendant’s counsel to choose the wit- 
nesses.” He also characterized Law- 
son’s story as a “myth.” 

Representative Moore, who suggest- 
ed Mr. Hughes, insisted that Howard 
make some comment on his proposal. 

“T have been taught by my mother 
to speak respectfully of the dead,” re- 
plied Howard amid roars of applause 
from both sides. : 

“T am convinced,” sald Republican 
Leader Mann, “that the employment of 
either Samuel Untermyer or Mr. Hughes 
would be an act of such gross im- 
propriety that it would not be con- 
sidered for a moment by the committee. 

“There ought to be a thorough in- 
vestigation. If men are proved guilty 
they should suffer. It is due the hon- 
or of this country that if they are in- 
nocent they should be proved inno- 
cent. Personally I believe that no men 
in high official places will be found 
to be guilty of this thing which would 
be an act of treason to the country.” 

Representative I ocht, of Pennsy!l- 
vania, republican, assailed the inquiry 
as a “colossal farce,” denounced Law- 


zon as a Wall street tout and declared 
congress ought to wash its hands of 
the whole affair and “throw out the 
evidence as worthless, damaged goods.”

There 
had not been the slightest suggestion 
from any member that Untermyer 
might be the counsel, he said.

it comes it should be lasting, he does

His majesty’s gov- 
ernment entirely shares the president's 
ideas; but they feel strongly 
durability of peace must largely depend 
on its character and that no stable sys- 
tem of international relations can be 
built on foundations which are essen- 
tially and hopelessly defective. 

“This becomes clearly apparent if we 
consider the main conditions sembich 
rendered possible the calamities 
which the world is now suff 
These were the existence of great pow- 
ers consumed with the lust of domina- 
tion in the midst of a community of 
nations ill-prepared for defense, plenti- 
fully supplied indeed with intcrnational 
laws, but with no machinery for enforc- 
ing them, and weakened by the fact 
that neither the boundaries of the va- 
rious states nor their internal consti- 
tution harmonized with the aspirations 
of their constituent races or secured to 
them just and equal treatment. 

“That this last evil would be great- 
ly mitigated if the allies secured the 
changes in the map of Europe outlined 
in their joint note is manifest, and I 
need not argue the point. 


Expuision of Turks From Europe: 
“It has been argued, indeed, that the 


| 


expulsion of the Turks from urope 
forms no proper or logical part of this 
general scheme. The maintenance of 
the Turkish empire was during many 
generations regarded by statesmen of 
world-wide authority as essential to the 
riaintenance of European peace. Why, 
it asked, should the cause of peace 
ve now associated with a complete 
versal of this traditional policy’ 

“The answer is that circumstances 
completely changed. It is un- 
necessary to consider now whether the 
creation of a reformed Turkey mediat- 
between hostile races in the Near 
was a scheme which had the sul- 
been sincere and the powers 
It 
The 
Turkey of ‘union and progress’ is at 
barbarous and is far more 
aggressive than the Turkey of Sultan 
Abdul Hamid. In the hands of Ger- 
many it has ceased even in appear- 
ance to be a bulwark of peace and is 
openly used as an instrument of con- 
quest. Under German officers Turkish 
soldiers are now fighting in: lands 
from which they had long been ex- 
pelled and a Turkish government con- 
trolled, subsidized and supported Dy 
Germany has been guilty of massacres 
in Armenia and Syria more horrible 
than any recorded in the history even 
of those unhappy countries. Evidently 
the interests of peace and the claims of 
nationality alike require the Turkish 
rule over alien races shall if possible 
be brought to an end; and we may 
hope that the expulsion of Turkey 
from lKurope will contribute as much 
to the cause of peace as the restora- 
tion of Alsace-Lorraine to France, of 
Italia irredenta to Italy, or any of the 
other territorial changes indicated in 
the allied note. 

No Sufficient Security. 

“Evidently, however, such territorial 

rearrangements, though they may di- 


minish the occasions of war, provide 
no sufficient security against its re- 
currence. If Germany, or rather those 
in Germany who mould its opinions and 
control its destinies, again sets out to 
domineer the world they may find that 
by the new order of things the adven- 
ture is made more difficult, but hardly 
that it is made impossible. They may 
still have ready to their hand a polit- 
ical system organized through and 
through on a military basis; they may 
still accumulate vast stores of mil- 
itary equipment; they may still per- 
sist in their methods of attack, so 
that their more pacific neighbors will 
be struck down before they can pre- 
are themselves for defense. If 
Bebe when the war is over will 
far poorer in men, in money and 
mutual good will than it was when 
war began, but it will not be safer;

The message, addressed ‘‘to all ships” 
placed the raider in latitude 7 degrees 
south and longitude 23 degrees west. 
The German vessel was described as 
ship of about four thousand tons, 
well armed and with torpedo tubes. 
She had one black funnel and two 
masts. 

The British admiralty announced on 
December 8 that a report had been re- 
ceived that a disguised German ves- 
sel of the mercantile type was sighted 
in the north Atlantic on December 4, 
[ft was reported from Halifax that a 
strange vessel, believed to be a raider, 
was intercepted on December 2 off the 
northwestern coast of Scotland, but was 
permitted to proceed under the impres- 
sion that she was the Dutch steamship 
Gamma. It was learned later that the 
Gamma was at Kirkwall on that date. 

The achievements of the German 
raider rival the exploits last winter of 
the raider Moewe, which, after cruising 
in the Atlantic for several weeks, re- 
turned safely to a German port early 
in March of 1916.

To Be Floated in the United 
States—Loan Secured 
by Collateral. 


New York, January 17.—Another new 
British loan amounting to $250,000,000 
will be floated in this country by J. P. 
Morgan & Co., that banking firm an- 
nounced tonight. This is the_ third 
flotation, including the Anglo-French, 
of British loans in the United States 
since the outbreak of the war. : 

The new loan, secured by high-grade 
collateral, will take the form as ns 
pér cent convertible notes, dated Feb- 
ruary 1, 1917, $100,000,000 to mature in 
one year and the balance in two years, 
actording to the announcement. 

A countrywide syndicate composed of 
banks and trust companies, banking 
houses and bond dealers has been or-

THE SOMNOLENT ALLIES. 

Throughout the welter of the war the 
outstanding mystery to the lay neutral mind 
has been the lack o: aggression—the failure 
to do things—on the part of the entente 
allies. 

For instance, not for a day since Serbia 
was crushed has Serlin, the heart of the 
central powers, been out of direct rail com- 
munication with Constantinuple, the Turkish 
capital and the gateway to the rich stores 
of Asia Minor. Connecting those two capi- 
tals, a little more than a thousand miles 
apart, is a railroad line traversing the great- 
er part of Germany, Austria-Hungary, Ser- 
bia—conquered early in the war by the Teu- 
tonic powers—Bulgaria and European Tur- 
key, with laterals penetrating Greece and 
other territory to the southeast. That line 
constantly kept open has served to the im- 
measurable value of the Teutonic allies for 
the movement of troops and transportation 
of provender from the vast depots and re- 
sources of Asiatic Turkey. 

A cutting of it at any stage of the war 
would have been the most disastrous blow to 
its enemy that the entente could have in- 
flicted. And it would appear that such would 
have been comparatively easy, in view of the 
propinquity of entente territory both to the 
north and the south of it. Yet not an ef- 
fective movement in that direction seems to 
have been made. 

In view of the fact that the war of the 
central powers, with the exception of a small 
terrain in southern Austria-Hungary, has 
been conducted entirely upon enemy terri- 
tory, and of the many daring and stupendous 
exploits essayed and successfully accom- 
plished by the Teutons, were the conditions 
reversed, that one of the first strokes of 
the latter would have been to break this 
And 
with all of the power the entente has ex- 
pended and wasted in the Balkans it would 
seem that, had its efforts been properly di- 
rected, this line could have been punctured 
in half a dozen places. 

The entente allies spurn peace overtures; 
declare they will permit no armistice this 
side of victory, yet what are they doing to 
bring victory or peace any nearer? 

The Teutons seem to be gaining ground 
every day, and with no—outward, at least— 
sign of weakening. They are advancing vic- 
toriously in the east and holding their own 
in the west, as they have been doing for two 
years. In the meantime the allies are bom- 
barding the poor, helpless king of Greece 
with a rapid-fire of ulttimatums which the 
king of Greece accedes, of course, one after 
another. as he must—but always in constant 
wire and rail communication with Berlin! 

To the outside observer it appears very 
the entente has been and 
is sleeping on its opportunities. Its various 
campaigns to have been fought and 
won before being put into actual operation— 
and then lost. As instances, the Darda- 
nelles failure, the Balkans fizzle, the muddle 
in Greece, the various “big drives” and 
“great pushes” against the Teutonic allies— 
not one of which has accomplished what was 


much as though 


seem 


intended of it. 

Unless the entente allies begin to really 
do something, it would seem that they might 
with propriety think of peace.

The Farm Loan Act 


» Results From the Point of View 


By Frank R. Wilson, 
Federal Farm Loan Bureau, 
Washington, D. C. 


ARTICLE Iv. 


Farm lands have always been regarded as 
the safest security in the world, but loans 
made against farm lands have’ generally ex- 
acted a higher interest rate than loans made 
on other good security. 

There are several reasons for this. 

Such loans are not readily transferable, 
i. e@., marketable. Farm loans are usually 
desired for long periods. A loan for less 
than five years is usually of little value to 
the farmer. If the loan is made for the 
purpose of buying land, the farmer's chance 
to pay it off is to make the money out of 
the land. It is against reason to expect that 
land will pay for itself in five years. 

Well-managed commercial banks cannot 
make a business of lending money on farms: 
and carrying the loans themselves. It is not 
good banking. It ties up their funds in per- 
manent investments and if persisted in con- 
tinually would ruin any bank. This fact 
limits the supply of local money for farm 
loans, and partially accounts for high in- 
terest rates on them. 

Mass of Valuable Assets. 


The farm loans of the United States con- 
stitute a great mass of valuable assets 
against which money ought to be borrowed 
at fair rates of interest. But it has been 
a chaotic mass of value. No agency has 
ever undertaken to assemble this mass of 
assets into negotiable form so that it could 
be readily handled as a marketable security. 

Now the government steps in and provides 
this agency. It says to the farmer who 
wants to use his land as security: 

“You join a national farm loan association 
and contribute your mortgage to a great 
federal land bank pool of mortgages. Wo 
have provided the machinery for this pur- 
pose and adopted rules for its operation so 
that the interest of all will be safeguarded. 
When your mortgages are massed together 
a federal land bank will take these mort- 
Rages and issue bonds against them; sell the 
bonds to investors, and re-lend the money to 
farmers. The pooled mortgages of the farm- 
ers of the United States will be security for 
every bond. The high character of this se- 
curity means that people who have money 
to invest will jump at the chance to put 
their savings up against your security at a 
low rate of interest. We will let you have 
this money at actual cost to us, plus not to 
exceed 1 per cent to cover the cost of operat- 
ing this money-assembling and money-lend- 
ing machinery.” 


Statement to Investor. 
Then Uncle Sam turns to the investor and 


SaVS-: 

“We have enabled the farmers of the 
United States to give us their massed mort- 
gages. We are offering you bonds which 
are in reality first mortgages against the’ 
farms of all who join this pool. It is the 
best security in the world, because every 
dollar a farmer borrows is represented by 
$2 worth of land plus the stock each farmer 
has purchased in his local association. To 
make these bonds even more attractive, so 
as to eventually give the farmer a lower 
interest rate, we have exempted them frem 
all forms of taxation. Even Uncle Sam will 
not collect any tax from them, nor from the 
income upon them. No state or municipality 
may tax them. We have made these bonds 
in small denominations from $25 upward so 
their purchase will be easy among people 
with small savings, and we will have the 
bonds printed and engraved by the govern- 
ment bureau of engraving and printing to 
protect them against counterfeiting, and the 
United States secret service will watch over 
them.” hao Mf

Another is that upon the margin of 
almost every one of its 212 pages of reading 
matter is a mafginal note in _ italic type, 
each note being .a little condensed, pithy 
story in itself about something Georgian. Still 
another striking feature, which adds greatly 
to the value of the book, is a comprehensive 
and complete encyclopedic index, which makes 
every name and every subject treated in the 
contents instantly available to the reader, 
and which feature makes of the volume 
a veritable encyclopedia of Georgia.

Weevil Proves Beneficial 


To Southeastern Alabama | 


Cc. B. Bidwell, Atlanta, resident vice pres- 
ident of the American Audit company, has 
written the following communication to The 
Constitution relative to the after-effects of 
the boll weevil in southeastern Alabama, 
where the ravages of the cotton pest reached 
their extreme of intensity: 

Editor Constitution: In the latter part 


of December, 1916, I made a short trip 
through southern Alabama and Georgia, call- 
ing upon a number of our clients in that sec- 
tion. was very much impressed with the 
almost universal signs of prosperity shown. 
in Andalusia, Ala., particularly, I found 
everyone enthusiastic over the prosperity 
which they were already enjoying. 1 talked 
with a jarge number of the leading business 
men in ditfernt lines. They told me that 
this wags the second year of the boll weevil 
in that locality and that about a 
everybody was very much depressed. 
could not raise any coton and felt that they 
were all ruined. Now (one year later) they 
advise me that under no circumstances would 
they attempt to plant cotton again; that they 
are making much more money than they 
would with a full crop of cotton, if the price 
were thirty or forty cents a pound. 

They plant corn and velvet beans and raise 
hogs and other stock, They get a good 
crop of corn; later on a heavy crop of 
velvet beans, for which they find a steady 
market at $17 to $22 a ton. hey then 
winter their stock on the bean vines and find 
that they save, at least, half of their fer- 
tilizer bill for the coming year. 

They have a new, up-to-date, packing 
house, built entirely with local capital, to 
handle the stock raised in that locality. 

Concrete examples of their prosperity 
greeted the eye everywhere. A fine, new 
court house building was just ready to be 
occupied, built of granite and marble; a very 
up-to-date brick jail; and about 50 per cent 
of the business places were either being re- 
built on a much enlarged and improved scale, 
or new fronts were being put in. 

To sum the whole matter up, nearly every- 
one that I talked with in this town stated 
that they considered the,boll weevil, instead 
of a curse, to be the greatest blessing that 
their territory has ever had. 

Eighteen years ago, when I came south, I 
was impressed with the fact that no part of 
the country ve promise of greater devel- 


opment than the southeast, of which Atlanta 


is the center, but since making this trip, l 

am satisfied that the prospects for devel- 

opment and prosperity are much better than 

I had ever before thought possible. Very 

truly yours, Cc.

VOCATIONAL BUREAU 
OPEN IN EVENINGS 
TO ALL EMPLOYEES 


At a meeting of the vocational bu- 
reau committee of the Atlanta Chamber 
of Commerce yesterday it was deter- 


mined to operate the vocational bureau 
for several months before appealing to 
employers for financial support In order 
to demonstrate to them that the bu- 
reau would fill a business want that 
could not well be filled otherwise. 

The idea is that the bureau shall be 
free of cost to the applicant seeking 
employment, and that it shall eventual- 
ly be supported by employers as a 
business investment. Meanwhile the 
bureau is being supported through the 
philanthropy of Cator Woolford. 

Beginning February 1, the bureau, 
which is on the sixth floor of the 
Chamber of Commerce building, wiil be 
open evenings for employees who wish 
to study for promotion. This they 
may do either by taking up a course 
with a correspondence school or by pur- 
suing a course of reading under the 
\airection of the bureau officials. The 
bureau will not undertake to furnish 
'a correspondence course free, but will 
‘give advice as to courses and, without 
‘acting as agent for any correspondence 
school, will arrange so that applicants 
can secure them at actual cost without 
commissions. 

The committee will begin a campaign 
of education at once with a series of 
talks to the various parent-teacher 
clubs to be given by George D. Halsey, 
secretary of the bureau, and William 
B. Willingham, chairman of the cham 
ber of commerce committee which is 
now acting as a provisional poard of 
directors. 

It is believed that through the activ- 
ities of the bureau, boys and girls grad- 
uating from the city high schools can 
be put on the track of their life work 
at once with a great saving of time 
both tg them and to the employers.

Until the adjustment is completed 
he may be forced to let out more than 
112 laborers on outside work. it will 
be his intention to hold over those 
men who have families to support. In the 
final adjustment there will probably 
be nine office men discharged. 

“I told the men that they would be 
suspended for one day,” 
this may be extended 
period for some.

ALMA GLUCK MADE 
WISE CHOICE WHEN . 
SHE QUIT OPERA 


Atlanta may never have another op- 
portunity to hear Alma Gluck in grand 
opera again, as her concert successes 
have been so startling, and incidentally 
SO remunerative, that she has practi- 
cally decided’ to quit the opera stage 
entirely. 

Atlanta music lovers 
ready familiar with her opera work 
will have their first opportunity to 
hear her in concert on Thursday night, 
January, 25, at the Grand Opera house, 
under the direction of the Atlanta Mu- 
sic Festival association. The sale to 
guarantors begins Thursday, January 
18, and the public sale begins on Jan- 
uary 22, at the Cable company. 

Although Mme. Gluck had a wonder- 
ful success in opera, her concert ca- 
reer has been even more, brilliant. It 
was at the Metropolitan Opera house 
in New York that Alma Gluck first 
attracted attention; in fact, 'she never 
sang in public before the night of her 
debut at that famous institution eight 
years ago. This seems hard to credit, 
but it is the truth. What she has ac- 
complished in these few years is al- 
most beyond human belief, for there is 
no other singer whose fame has grown 
by leaps and bounds as hers has. Three 
years after she became a member of 
the opera forces and had won glory 
in “Boheme,” “Werther” and “Rigo- 
letto,” she displayed marked ability as 
-a@ concert singer, and whenever her 
name was advertised on the Sunday 
night concert bill at the Metropoliian 
the house was sold out.
